Egypt. — From April 23 to 29 5 cholera cases and 6 deaths were 
reported at Alexandria. At Bzbethel Korschid on April 23' and at Tan- 
tah on April 26, 1 cholera case and death, each, was reported. The 
first named occurred in the person of an arrival from Alexandria. The 
total number of cases and deaths reported in Egypt up to the present 
time, is 1,279 and 1,069, respectively. Of these, 179 cases, 133 deaths 
occurred in Alexandria. 

East Indies— Calcutta.— From March 29 to April 4 there were 310 
cholera deaths.
